Elsewhere in this 
issue of the 
Herald is a summary of the nine 
Constitutional A m endm ents that 
Texas voters will be casting ballots 
in a special election Tuesday, Nov. 6. 
As a result of an amendment passed 
last year by the voters, the amend­ 
ments are being summarized this 
year rather than being printed in full 
as they have been in the past. But at 
the same time readers of the Herald 
will find that all nine amendments are 
included 
In the past the amendments were 
split between the three papers within 
the county and a person had to get 
copies of all three papers to read the 
complete texts. 
We supported this amendment at 
the time it was presented and feel that 
it will not only save the taxpayers 
money but will also better inform 
them of the matters to be voted on. 
The taxpayers are saving money 
because 
the 
am endm ents 
are 
presented in summary and will be 
published only twice instead of four 
times as in the past. 
The real serious student of the 
amendments, of which there are very 
few, may feel that the summary 
method is not the best, but we suspect 
that for the general voter it will be a 
benefit. We doubt that many ever 
read the complete text and probably 
didn't understand it when they did. 
For those who might want to study 
in complete detail the full text of the 
amendments they are available from 
various sources such as the Texas 
Legislative Council We have a copy 
of the complete text if any of our 
readers would like to study them 
Briefly, the nine am en dm ents 
contain the following provisions: 
Amendment I provides for annual 
regular sessions of the Legislature 
and 
for 
an 
annual 
salary 
for 
legislators of $15,(XX) and a daily 
allowance of $18 when the Legislature 
is in session. 
Amendment 2 would permit single 
adults, who otherwise quality, 
to 
claim homestead protection of their 
property. 
Amendment 3 would extend the 
$3,(KR) ad valorem tax exemption to 
the homesteads of unmarried adults. 
Amendment 4 provides that cities 
and counties be given notice of and 
approval or disapproval of the 
creation 
of 
conservation 
and 
reclam ation 
districts 
within 
or 
partially within their boundaries. 
Amendment 5 would allow' cities 
and counties bordering on the Gulf of 
Mexico to levy taxes for building sea 
w alls and breakw aters 
if such 
projects are approved by a majority 
of the resident taxpayers. 
Amendment 6 grants district courts 
the general jurisdiction of a probate 
court and authorizes the Legislature 
to adjust the jurisdiction of the courts 
in probate matters. 
Amendment 
7 
provides 
author­ 
ization for the Veterans Land Board 
to extend its lending authority by $100 
million. 
Am endm ent 
8 
authorizes and 
requires cities and towns to levy ad 
valorem taxes sufficient to pay the 
principal find interest on their general 
obligations. 
Amendment 
9 
allow s 
the 
Legislature to exempt certain water 
supply corporations and cooperatives 
from the property tax on certain 
facilities. 
It may seem strange to you as it 
does to me that we are voting on nine 
amendments to the constitution while 
we have a committee hard at work 
trying to come up with a new con­ 
stitution This committee is supposed 
to submit its efforts to the public in 
November and the State Legislature 
will meet in January as a Con­ 
stitutional Convention. 
It is hoped that the Convention will 
have a document to submit to the 
voters in the general election next 
fall.
